peace-in China became more definite to- 
day with the announcement that-all six 
of the great powers, Japan, ..Great. Bv\t- 
ian, United- States,- Russia, .-France' and- 
Germany, are united iu a co-operative 
effort to assist Dr. Wu Ting Tang" and 
Tang Shao Yi .in- their'-negotiations. 
There was rejoicing today when -.it. vr.is 
learned that the representatives o£ the 
six powers were preparing to offer, for- 
mally their assistance for the speedy 
conclusion of an understanding. 
It is 


clearly understood that this action by 
the powers is taken in the most friendly 
manner. 


The pour pariers between Wu Tang 


and Tang Shao Yi opened with surpris- 
ing smoothness and there was a com- 
plete absence of any 
sense ,of strain 


which might have seriously impeded tho. 
diplomatic nrogress of the conference. It 
is unmistakably evident, however, that 
the continuation of Manchu rule, even as 
concerns the imperial throne at Peking, 
is considered unlikely by either side. In 
this connection much significance is at- 
tached to the statement of Tang Shao Yi 
that he does iiot represent the throne, 
but rather the prime minister. Coupled 
with Wu Tang Fang's early insistence 
upon the establishment 
of a republic, 


this is taken to mean that Yuan Shi 
Kai is prepared to concede the eudiug of 
the dynasty. 


•Manchu Rule is Doomed. 


Even though the present: dynasty is 


ousted, the premier evidently hopes to 
retain the imperial form of• government, 
possibly with the present emperor desig- 
nated-as the first ruler of. a new Chi- 
nese dynasty and with Yuan Shi Kai as 
regent.

•which uses upward of a quarter of a 
million tons yearly by the navy alone, 
has taken great precautions to avert 
the danger of spontaneous combustion 
in its' new coal pile at Brad rd on 
Narragansett 
Bay 
near Newport, 


where the storage capacity is about 
sixty thousand tons. 


The danger of spontaneous combus- 


tion on ship board Is even greater 
than during ordinary storage for the 
coal Is usually stored 
in whatever 


space Is unoccupied by other mate 
rials, usually at the side of the vessel 
between the boiler rooms and the side 
planking. Here the coal is subjected 
to the heat of the boiler and engine 
rooms and is especially liable to ig- 
nite spontaneously.
